1 . The Applicant's amendment, filed 1 5 May 2009 and 20 April 2009, has been 
received and entered into the record, respectfully and carefully considered. 

2. As a result of the amendment, claims 1,12 and 21-23 are amended. Claims 3, 
6, 14 and 19 are canceled. No claims are newly added. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7- 
13, 15-18 and 20-25 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. As a result of amendment to the claims, the examiner withdraws the pending 
rejections. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
